ITALY TAKES STAND

Silesian Contoversy Must 
Go to Supreme Council 
Before Action, Declares 
British Note.

London, July 29.—In the absence 
of any clarifying infonmation from 
Paris the Silesian muddle contin- 
ués muddled and Great Britain still 
maintains her original insistence 
that France should not send re- 
inforcements to Upper Gilesia at 
least until the matter has been 
threshed out in council by the en- 
tente, if at all. 

The government ia awaiting a 
reply to the emphatic note dis- 
patched to France by Lord Cur- 
zon, secretary of foreign affairs, 
refusing the British government’s 
consent to the dispatch of troops. 
England insists that there be no 
movement of troops unless the e6u- 
preme council decides it to be nec- 
essary and will certainly insist in 
the council that it is not neces- 
gary. 

Italy’s request for postponement 
of the meeting until the second 
week of Auguet complicates the sit- 
uation uncomfortably because of 
the desire of the French to have 
done with the “preliminaries” 
quickly. Great Britain is quite will- 
ing to postpone the meeting. 

Under no circumstances, I learn 
at the foreign office, will Italy or 
Great Britain accept the French ac- 
tion as a “fait accompli,” and let 
matters go at that. Should France 
go ahead and send the troops with- 
out further consulting the wishes 
,of the entente, the unity of the en- 
tente plainly ie threatened and the 
foreign office admits as much, in- 
forming me that harmony is impos- 
sible on the present basis of af- 
fairs. 


FRENCH NOTE 

HANDED BRITISH. 

; Paris, July, 2%—(By the .Assor$- 
ated Prés&—Premivh “Briand thie 
evening handed to Lord Hardinge, 
the British ambassador, the reply 
of France, ap roved by the cabi- 
net this afternoon to the latest 
British note dealing with the send- 
ing of reinforcements to the Upper 
Silesian zone, which was presented 
to the foreign office this morning. 

The British note protested against 
the action of France in seeking to 
send troops to Upper Silesia with- 
out acting jointly with her other 
@llies. It reminded France that 
President Millerand, after the in- 
vasion of Frankfort, promised to 
consult with the allies in the fu- 
ture. 

The note which consisted of a 
dozen pages, asked France for an 
explanation of her intentions, con- 
gidering frankness necessary for a 
continuation of allied co-operation. 


ROME TO STAND

Washington, July 29.—A _ settle- 
ment of the dispute with Japan 
over the former German cables 
radiating from the Island of Yap 
Is indicated in a letter written to 
President Harding by Gecretary of 
State Hughes.

Hughes indorsed the construction 
of a cable, but suggested that if 
private funds could be utilized, that 
would be better than to have the 
government undertake the project.

Harding Writes South 
Carolina Congressman, 
Assuring Him of Effort 
to Curb False Reports.

Washington, July 29.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Replying 
to the charges that the administra-, 
tion: had exaggerated pellagra and 
famine conditions in the south, Pres- 
ident Harding today addressed a let- 
ter to Representatives Byrnes, of 
South Carolina, in which he took 
the position that official reports re- 
celved by the public ‘health service 
had indicated to the contrary and 
that the government’s investigation 
of the situation would go forward. 

Health officers of thirteen south- 
érn states, where it is said that 
pellagra prevails, have been invited 
by Surgeon General Cumming to at- 
tend a conference in Washington 
August 4 to consider the situation 
in connection with reports of a 
threatened epidemic of the disease 
in certain sections of the cotton 
states, President Harding hag ap- 
proved this cal) for a conference. 

Health officers of the following 
states we€re invited to meet in the 
conference with public health serv- 
ice Officials: Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia Texas, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Kentucky. 

Brandeqd Utter Absurdity. 

In Mr. Byrnes’ letter to the pres- 
ident he branded the claims that 
pellagra was widespread and that 
starvation. conditions were existent 
as “an utter absurdity,” but the 
chief executive said in his reply 
that both the public health service 
reports and private advices indi- 
cated to him that a thorough inves- 
tigation was in order. ' 

“You may be assured,” wrote the 
president, “that the last thing in 
the administration's mind has been 
to exaggerate the seriousness of 
the situation or do anything which 
would cause undue alarm. The ef- 
fort is merely to develop the facts

With the general assembly now in 
& position to complete all impera- 
tive legislation, leaders of both 
houses expressed the; opinion Jate 
Friday that should the new general 
tax act and the gasoline tax meas- 
ure be adopted, reductions in state 
institutions’ funds will not be nec- 
essary, while Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick declared that unless ‘the 
bills were passed, further decreases 
than those already specified by the 
house appropriations committee will 
have to be made. 

Following the announcement that 
thig committee had decided to make 
reductions in appropriations for al) 
institutions, a careful review of the 
sentiment of the house and senate 
revealed the fact that a majority 
of the members take the position 
that the schools and sanitariums 
shoyld be given sums at least ——- 
to those of this year. 

If decreases become necessary, 
they stated, then these institutions 
should be cared for, and the deduc- 
tions placed in effect on other de- 
partments. Chairman J. W. Cul- 
pepper, of the ways and means sub- 
committee; Walter H. Beckham, Dr. 
R. C. Woodard, Senator Dennis 
Fleming, Senator L. C. Brown, Sen- 
ator B. F. Walker and others were 
among those supporting this pro- 
gram. 

Hardwick's Position. 

Governor Hardwick.based hie con- 
Clusions on a careful study of the 
state’s revenue and appropriations 
during recent years, and the pros- 
pective income from the new tax 
act and gasoline tax measure. 

In forming his opinion, he as- 
serted tha the had “to go to the 
rock bottom” in considering funde 
expected through the new _meay 
ures. 
"Thrcvigh the ad’ BKiirra taxes; 
the general act and thé gandiine | 
tax and other avenues we will raise 
this year approximately §8,500,000— 
or to be optimistic, we may receive 
$9,000,000," said the chief execu- 
tive. “Now, our appropriations for’ 
this year amounted to about §$11,- 
254,000, and we will have to uée 
five years’ of the Western and At- 
lantic rental to meet the deficit. 
Next year we will not have this 
fund avallable. 

“It is, therefore, necessary that 
reductions be made. And if the gen- 
eral tax act. and the gasoline bill 
fail of passage, then it will be im- 
perative to make even further cuts 
in the various appropriations,” he 
statéd, 

Members: of the two houses, how- 
ever, who do not favor the reduc- 
tions, are confident that both the 
general act and the gasoline tax 
measure will be passed, and tha* 
amendments will be offered to the 
former in the senate which will 


bring an increase over the present 
estimated total. 

“I will favor a percentage stamp 
tax on all negotiable — aper,” said 
Senator L. C. Brown. ‘Through the 
operation of this law, revenue not 
less than $1,500,000 sheuld be added. 
I will favor such an amendment. 
The amount to be derived will, of 
course, rest upon the percentage de- 
cided upon.”

NATIONS. ADVISED 
TO STUDY OTHERS 


Obstruction to World 
Harmony Is Said to Be 
Lack of Accurate Infor- 
mation Among Peoples. 


Wfiliamstown, Mass., July® 29.— 
Drawing a lesson from the value of 
collective bargaining as a megns of 
preventing disputes between classes 
of people, Chief Justice Taft in his 
address Friday before {the institute 
of politics, at Williams college, 
which has brought together a dozen 
of the most noted statesmen of Eu- 
rope and Anierica, declared that this 
principle applied to international 
dealings would accomplish much to- 
wards the prevention of wars. 

“The greatest obstruction to world 
harmony,” he declared, “is the mis- 
understanding and the lack Of ac- 
curate information which one na- 
tion may have of the exact situation 
of the other.” 

Bargaining Ends Disputes. 

“Tt has been found that in indus- 
trial difficulties collective bargain- 
ing does much to end controversies 
ané to smooth out deference” 
that is because collective bargaining | 
offers the opportunity to each side 
to know what the other side is 
thinking about, and what really af- 
fects its interests. _ 

“Any legitimate méans for bring- 
ing home to one nation the facts as 
to the other’s situation and its real 
interests must make fort a more rea- 
sonable compromise and the recon- 
ciling of the interests of both. - 

“Progress made in any field of 
human activity is dependent upon 
reliable and accurate relevant facts. 
By as much as that evidence fails 
in accuracy’ or extent, the deficien- 
cies of progress are measured. This 
institute is to help perfect the evi- 
dence as to the facts bearing upon 
the international relations between 
countries. 

Germany’s Ambition Crushed. 

“The elimination of Germany’s 
destructive ambition is a great step 
forward, but it is not everything. 
A huge task confronts the world 
now that victery has been won. The 
war has done much to change the 
international mind and the psy- 
chology of the peoples, and has im- 
pressed the whole world. as ~@¥er 
before, “with the inevitable inc. de- |! 
pendence of peoples and countries 
and with the necessity for recog-, 
nizing and acting upon it, if pros- 
perity is to be ‘restored. 

“Never before in the 
this country have our foreign rela- 
| tions been as important as they are 
today. Never before has it been so 
clear that our own prosperity 
dependent upon. our relations to 


other countries and the maintenance 
of those relations in a friendly state 
of mutual. confidence. Men may 
differ as to the means by which we 
shall. give ‘permanence to thi 
change of mind and embody it-in 
normal association with. other na- 
tions: but circumst&nces are ford- 
ing us to a closer actual relation 
with the world.”

US, SOENTS TROUBLE 
NN PRELIMINARY MEET 


Washington, July 29.—(By * the 
Associated Press.)—Proposais for 
preliminary meetings of the repre- 
sentatives of all the powers or 
any separate group of them prior 
to the disarmament conference are 
receiving no encouragement from 
the American government. . 

Although officials decline to com¢ 
ment formally, it is. the apparent 
belief here that all of the various 
schemes for preliminary sessions 
are impractical and might lead to 
defeat of the purposes of the con- 
ference itself. 

This feeling is understood to ap- 
ply with particular force to any 
proposal that certain questions be/ 
taken up beforehand in separate 
conferences -where only certaig 
members of the main conference 
are represented. It is held that such 
a plan not only would have the 
undesirable result of creating 
groups within the main group, but 
might open such avenues of discus- 
sion that it would leave the par- 
ticipants further from a solution 
than they were in the beginning. 

It also is increasingly apparent 
that the United States is doing what 
it can -to discourage suggestions 
for a preliminary conference among 
all the nations that are to be rep- 
resented in the principal confer- 
ence. No details of the negotiations 
of the subject have been revealed, 
but it is generally understood that 
Great Britain is urging such a con- 
ference and this countPfy is holding 
out against it. 

It also is understood that this 
government holds to its original 
suggestion that the conference as- 
semble here on armistice day. No- 
vember 11, though some of the 
other invited nations have urged 
that a later date be selected. 

Meantime officials are working 
steadily in the preparation of de- 
tails and although it is said ac- 
tual choice of the personnel of the 
American delegation is yet to be 
made, President Harding is known 
to have given the question some 
serious thought. It is expected 
generally that the president hini- 
self will not ait at the conference 
table but that Secretary Hughes 
will act as the American head. It 
has been indicated that serious con- 
sideration might be given to sug- 
gestions that at least one of the 
places on the delegation go to a 
woman.

The views of the president were 
contained in an official statement 
issued from the white house Fri- 
day, reciting what has been done. 

“The accomplishments of the last 
four monthg by various branches 
of the government,” said the state- 
ment, “in ‘the direction of reliev- 
ing financial] conditions, in making 
provision for the government's 
short-dated debt, in assisting both 
industry and necessities of the rail- 
roads constitute in the aggrega‘*e 
an achievement of the largest im- 
portance to the country.” 

Rate Reduction Important. 


Reduction of discount rates by 
the federal reserve board is held 
to be probably the most important 
development. 

This action is calculated to relieve 


,the stagnation of business, and at 


the same time it gjves authoritd- 
tive recognition of the improve- 
ment in credit conditions, justify- 
ing the policy of reduced rates,” 
the statement explained. “Further 
reductions are indicated as condi- 
tions warrant. 

An improvement in the price of 
Liberty bonds is forecast with the 
funding of the short-dated doebt, 
so it will mature between 1923 and 
1928.

Shy Text of Letter. 

The text of the president’s let- 
ter addressed to Representative 
Byrnes, follows: 

‘“T have received and ‘have to 
thank you for your letter of July 
27, and its illuminating inclosures. 
The latter include a number of tel- 
egrams from South Carolina regard- 
ing cenditions there as to food sup- 
plies and existence of pellagra. 
Your letter summarizes your con- 
clusion from these communications 
thus: :

Statement Gratifying. 


“It is gratifying to be assured 
that South Carolina is so fortu- 
nately situated, and we must all 
hope that full information will 
show that conditions generally are 
equally satisfactory. , 


“Unfortunately, the reports indi- 
cate they are not. One, dealing 
with Mississippi, eays that in May 
1,700 new cases were reported in 
the state; in June, about 2,400 and 
that a further increase over~ the 
June figures are expected in, July. 
The reports indicate that a wide 
territory is affected, and, coming 
through the public health service, 
strongly suggest the advieability of 
thorough inVestigation as a meas- 
ure of preparedness against further 
spread of pellagra another season. 
In m impression this is highly 
desirable, and, confirmed by a tel- 
egram from Charles QO. Hearon, ed- 
Spartanburg Herald, 
which you have been good enough 
to forward to me. In part.he says: 

“*l am gee Peat amiliar with 
the pellagra studies that have taken 
place here from the coming of the 
Thompson -McFadden commission, 
with Captain Siler, of the United 
States army, and Captain Garrison, 
of the Unitéd States navy, on that 
commission, to the final report on 
the disease by Dr. Goldberger as 
the result of investigation made at 
the United States Pellagra hospital 
in this city. 

Studying Disease. 

“‘*That institution was closed last 
January, I believe, but Dr. Wheeler, 
representing the public health de- 
partment, is still located here and 
is studying the disease. He says 
there has been some increase in the 
number of cases. In my judgment, 
there is nothing alarming in the 
situation, but those of us who have 
been interested in the study of this 
disease in this part of the country 
have felt that the government's 
study of pellagra stopped just at 
the time it should have been con- 
tinued. The disease subsided in the 
days of abnormal prosperity, and 
the experts predicted at the time it 
might recur in ahy period of de- 
pression. ...I1 do not know what 
causes pellagra, but I think the 
public health department is on the 
right track and should continue its 
investigation just now, when they 
tell us the disease is coming back.’ 

“There have been so Many re- 
ports of precisely the sort which 
would justify Mr. Hearon’s views, 
and they have come from such 
authority, that it has seemed to me 
desirable to take the steps which 
have been adopted. These do not 
contemplate any organization of re- 
lief measures Or special extension of 
relief, unless full investigation, cov- 
ering zhe entire affected area, shall 
make apparent that such measures 
are necessary. 

“I cannot but fe@ that if these 
reports have misrepresented condi- 
tiong in any part of the south to 
the disadvantage of that section, a 
full and official refutation of them 
would be highly desirable; while, 
if such investigation should develop 
the need for unusual measures of re- 
lief, those could be promptly and 
intelligently applied. 


Would Cause No Alarm. 


“You may be assured that the 
last thing in the administration’s 
mind hag been to exaggerate the 
serioushess of the situation or do 
anything that would cause undue 
alarm, The effort is merely to de- 
velop the facts in order that a 
proper courses may be determined 
upon in view of them, 

“Most sincerely yours, 

“Warren G. Harding.”’ 

Judge Wright said in part: 

“Georgia is not singlh2d out in the 
statement but as she is included I 
am unwilling for’ the statement, so 
far aS she is concerned, to go un- 
challenged.

After the report in 
question became public I inquired 
of the pellagrae division of the bu- 
reau of public health g2rvice for 
facts and statistics as to Georgia 
and found they had none and that 
detailed statistics from Georgia are 
not received by the bureau. Think 
of it, it cannot be asc2rtained from 


the bureau the number of_ cases 
of pellagra in Georgia, the mber 
of deaths resulting from it, the real 
conditions or whether the diseas?2 
is on the increase. And yet the 


| startling report is given publicity], 
i that there are in the south, of which 


Georgia is an important part, son 
hundred thousand cases of pglla- 
rra. 

“T have conferred with represen- 
tatives from most of the southern 
states and learn from them as well 
as from other sources that.no re- 
port of an increase of pellagra can 
be verified and I have no doubt the 
situation in practically all of the 
southern states is what it is in 
Georgia. 

Facing Awfal Crisis, 

“Now, getting back to the famine 
report so far as it was intended to 
relate to my state, candor and truth 
require me to say the paoete of 
Georgia are facing an awful crisis 
brought about by the aftermath of 
the world war and the blighting ef- 
fects of the unprecedented slump in 
the price of cotton and the great 
damage which has and is being 
wrought by the boll weevil, but this 
is not the first crisis through which 
my people have passed and with 
that same dauntless courage and 
indomitable energy and pluck which 
have characterized them in the past 
they are facing this one and thanks 
to a beneficent Creator the grim and 
gaunt spectre of famine and hunger 
is not stalking abroad in the Em- 
pire State of the South and my peo- 
ple are not asking alms but simply 
demand just and wholesome laws 
under which to live and a fair mar- 
ket for the fruits of their toils. 

“They have learned by bitter ex- 
perience to diversify their crops 
and how ts a famine possible in a 
state of practically three million 
people with about one million two 
hundred thousand head of cattle.

Reconsideration of the gasoline

Regulate Bondsmen. 

The measure provides that pro- 
fessional bondsmen shall not re- 
ceive more than 10 per ceng of the 
first $100 of a bond and-5 per cent 
for every hundred over that, as a 
commission, and that they shall 
not lounge around courts to solicit 
business. It further states that 
after the bondsman receives his 
due commission he shall be en- 
titled to no more fees and must 
return fee in the event that the 
person paying fee is surrendered 
back to jail. 

A bill by Representative 
of Brown, and others was passed 
to amend the game laws 80 as 
to change the open season for deer 
hunting so as to make it from 
the first of November until the 
first of January instead of from 
October the first until December 
as is now the case.

The city planning commission 
bill, an amendment to the Atlanta 


municipal charter giving the plan- 
ning commission increased power, 
was given the unqualified indorse- 
ment of the Rotary club at a meet- 
ing of the executive commitee Fri- 
day. The indorsement was given 
after the bill had been studied and 
recommended by the public affairs 
committee, of which Rotarian Paul 
Norcross is chairman, 

The bill, which was introduced 
by Representatives Bentley, Hollo- 
way and Moore, of Fulton county, 
extends the authority of the plan- 
ning commission by requiring its 
approval on the location of new 
streets to be opened:in residential!

Senate Approves General | «ic. 


Tax Investigation Com- 
mission to Report to 
Next Assembly. 


After passing by a vote of 34 to 
7 a resolution to have a committee 
of fifteen legislators investigate the 
income tax bill and general tax con- 
ditions and report their findings 
back to the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly, a two-hour filibuster 
was carried on in the senate by 
friends of the tax equalization bill 
in order to keep the measure from 
coming to a vote until next week. 
The senate will not be in session 
again until Monday. — 
| At the first of the Friday séssion 
a resolution bearing the names of 
President Clay and Senators Jones, 
of the 87th; Johns, of the 27th: 
Walker, of the 18th and Jackson, of 
the 21st, was introduced calling for 
appointment of the committee to in- 
vestigate the tax question, The res- 
Clution states that the committee 
shall be composed of fifteen mem- 
bers, five from the senate to be 
appointed by the president of the 
senate, and ten from the house to 
be appointed by the speaker of the 
house, This commission shall make 
a thorough study of tax conditions 
with reference to the income tax 
measure now pending in the legis- 
lature and report their findings 
back to the 1922 session. 

The adoption of the _ resolution 
practically eliminates the pegsibility 
of the Hardwick state income tax 
bill being voted on by the legisia- 
ture this summer. The resolution 
sets forth that, as the income tax 
ig so important a step in state fi- 
nances and so different from the 
present situation, it should now be 
acted on without due deliberation. 
The resolution was brought about 
on account of the fact that there 
is mitch opposition to the passage 
of the income tax bill in its present 
torm. 

Nix Opposes Move. 

Senator Nix was the only mem- 
ber of tae senate to speak against 
appointment of the commission. He 
took the position that adoption of 


the resolution would mean the 
death of the'income tax bill, and 
urged immediate passage of the 
measure without limitatfons. , 
President Clay left his chair to 
favor the resolution declaring it to 
be the only rational action that 
could be taken in respect to an in- 
come tax bill. He stated that as the 
income tax cannot possibly’ be 
adopted until it is submitted to rati- 
fication by the people at the gen- 
eral election in November 1922, no 
time is lost by having a commission 
investigate and report to the next 
legislature. He urther declared 
Wat adoption of the _ resolution 
would kill any chance of the ne- 
cessity of an extra session this year, 
As soon as the resolution was 
passed, the tax Eres; abol- 
ishment bill came up as unfinished 
business, and an attempt was made 
by Senator Nix, of the 5lst, a strong 
proponent of the measure, to have 
it put off until next Tuesday. When 
opposition developed from enemies 
or the measure, he at once instigat- 
ed a filibuster in order to prevent 
an immediate vote. The filibuster 
was successful, and when the senate 
adjourned until Monday the bill was 
before the body. 


Admits Filibuster. 


Senator Nix was assisted in his 
filibuster by Senator Wohlwender, 
of the 24th, who declared that “I 
am the man who filibustered this 
bill through the house some years 
ago and I am going to do the same 
thing here in. this senate until 1 
o'clock and as long after that as 
ig necessary to carry this bill. I ad- 
mit that I am filibustering.” 

Senator Johnny Jones, of the 37th, 
made repeated attempts to stop the 
filibuster and ry | the measure to 
a vote in order that it might be 
killed. He scored the filibusters for 
weering the state’s time and attack- 
ed the bill, He was assisted by Sen- 
ator Snow, of the 7th, 

Senator Nix declared that his po- 
sition in wanting the meagure to
